Report on activities financed during the year 1982-83. 

1, MEDICAL FACILITIES 
(aj Hospitals 

The 3 Central Hospitals one each at Dhanbad, Asansul and 
Manendragarh and 10 Regional Hospitals continued to func¬ 
tion upto the 28th February, 1983 and thereafter 9 Regiofml 
Hospitals have been transferred to Coal India Limited from 
the 1st March, 1933. The Regional Hospitals' at Chandrapur 
which was under construction has also been transferred to 
Cool India Limited from the 1st March, 1983. The bed 
strength of the Central Hospitals at Dhanbad. Asansol and 
Manendragath were 300, 350 and 100 respectively. 

(b) Dispensaries 

One Allopathic Dispensary functioned in Mugma coalfield 
and one Mobile Medical Unit at Lalmntia also functioned 
satisfactorily, 30 Ayurvedic Dispensaries In various coalfields 
continued to function. A Central Ayurvedic Pharmacy to 
manufacture required Ayurvedic medicines and two Ayur¬ 
vedic Udyans at Pathcrdih in Iharia Coalfield also continued 
to function. 

(c) Family Welfare and Maternity and Child Welfare 

Centres. 


A family welfare centre attached to each of the Central 
Hospitals and Regional Hospitals of the Organisation re¬ 
mained in operation. Besides 2 such independent units one at 
Baragolai (Assam) and the. other at Talcher (Orissa) esta¬ 
blished by the organisation also remained In operation. 


For the benefits of colliery workers in Chanda Coalfield 
the block attached to the Gocmment hospitals (Civil), Chanda, 
continued to function for which this Organisation pays prant- 
in-aid for its maintenance. Mnternity-cum-Child Welfare 
Centres established in each of the Central Regional hospitals 
continued to function during the year. 


(d) Financial assistance for maintenance of dispensary 

services- 

This scheme has been discontinued from the year 1981- 
82 in respect of all collieries except in the cate of TiSCO 
in terms of Ministry of Energy's letter No. M-12011/25/81- 
CMW dated the 13th January. 1983. 

(e) Treatment of colliery workers and their dependent* 

suffering from T.B. 

Besides provision of 312 beds at the Organisation’s own 
T.B. hospitals, 56 beds remained reserved for them in different. 
T. B. Sanatoria. The scheme oC Domiciliary T.B. treatment 
continued to function and payment of subsistence alowance 
to tho T.B, patients undergoing treatment, under the above 
scheme ulso continued according to schedule. 

(f) Family Welfare Service 

Under tho National population policy of Government of 
India, oritntation-cum-servicc camps were organised by the 
Family Welfare Unit of this organisetion at difleienl places 
in coal mining area. From April, 1982 to March, 1983, 1465 
vesectomy and 5345 Tubeetomy operations were performed, 
in addition, the following achievements were made during the 


year.

(b) I. U. C. D. insertion made 259 

(c) M. C. H, service given (persons). 19,314 

(d) No. of conventional contraceptives 

distributed. 2,02,983 

(g) Rehabilitation 


The Rehabilitation Centres attached to each of the Central 
Hospitals at Dhanbad and Asansol, the Rehabilitation Centre 
at Chhindwara (Madhya Pradesh) and the Rehabilitation-cum- 
Convelescent Home at Sidhabari (West Bengal) continued to 
function. 

(h) Otbfr Medical Facilities 

Other important activities of the organisation on the medi¬ 
cal and public health sides, provisions were made for facili¬ 
ties for ihe treatment of cancer, leprosy, eye and mental cases, 
running of Blond Banks at the Central Hospitals, Dhanbad 
and Asansol, free supply of spectacles and dentures to the 
colliery workers, malaria and fllaria operations, etc.

Games and sports are held every year to provide recrea¬ 
tion to colliery workers. During the year 1982-83 for organi¬ 
sing various games and sports, a sum of Rs. 6,67,781 was 
sanctioned by this Organisation. 

(c) Other activities 

Other important facilities provided in this connection com¬ 
prise of fil Grant-in-aid to the Educational Institutions inclu¬ 
ding Polytechnic at Talcher in Orissa; (2) Exhibition of films; 
and (3) Provision for financial assistance to the wives and 
school going children of colliery workers involved in fatal 
accidents. 

Grant-in-aid of Rs. 1,37,029 was sanctioned for organising 
cultural activities during 1982-83. 

3. Water Supply Schemes 

(a) The Organisation continued to pay grant-in-aid at 50% 
of the total cost of the scrutinised expenditure on water 
suply schemes to the colliery managements. Two Integrated 
Water Supply Schemes, that is, the Raniganj Water Supply 
Scheme in West Bengal and Jharia Water Supply Scheme in 
Bihar are executed with r.ho financial assistance from the Fund. 
Amount spent-on water supply subsidies during the year 1982- 
1983 is Rs. 20134 lakhs. 

(h) Sinking of wells 

No expenditure on account of sinking of wells during the 
year was incurred. 

4. Co-operative Movement 

Under the co-operative movement of the organisation, 197 
Credit Co-operative Societies, 284 Primary Stores and Id 
Wholesale/Centrals Co-operative Stores functioned in diffe¬ 
rent Coalfields to supply food grains and other essential 
commodities at reasonable rates to the colliery workers and 
their dependents. 

During the year 1982-83 a sum of Rs. 6 lakhs was sanc¬ 
tioned as loan to the Central Co-operative Stores of the 
different Coalfields and a sum of Rs. 1,15,174 was realised 
from the Central Stores.

Central Government, Ministry of Labour on 22nd 
February, 1978 vide No. L-42012 (4) /77-D.li (B) reside refe¬ 
rence of the following dispute to this Tribunal for adjudi¬ 
cation; 

“Whether the action of the management of the Khadi 
Gramudyog Bhawan, New Delhi, in stopping the 
payment of special pay|Cashier's allowance to Shri 
Ram Babu Mehrotra is justified? If not, to what 
relief is the said workman entitled ?” 

2, Ram Babu Mehrotra was appointed as clerk in the 
Khadi Gramudyog Bhawan in 1956. He was appointed 
Cashier in 1957 and was confirmed as cashier in 1958. 
Eversince 1958 ho has been paid Cash Handling Allowance. 
Earlier he got Rs. 25. It was raised to Rs. 40 from 1-1-73 
and Rs. 50 w.e.f. 18-4-74. This cash handling allowance 
was later called special pay. 

3, The Management stopped the payment of special pay 
to this workman on 24-5-73 on the ground that the workman 
was not entitled to special pay on account of being in the 
grade higher than that of the UDC and that only LDG/ 
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UDCs handling cash were entitled to it. The workman

4. Thereafter cash handling allowuncelspecial pay was 
being pam to the workman, me Management aga.n stopped 
th,s payment Horn 1-4-m on .he ground mat me sttuiu.ng 
order No, J.U/1 dated 19-2-/i oisernnlcd him. me wornman 
agam represented. Tnc Management men took action under 
section 9i,A) of the l.D. /vet. 1947 and issued nun notide 
under section 9(A) of tile 1.0. Act, on 3u-l-/o and stopped 
Special Pay Rs. 50 P.M. to this workman w.e.f. 22-2-70. 

5. The workman’s case is that the action of the Manage¬ 
ment in doing so is unjustilied and illegal and Lhat he got 
tn s payment tor more than 19 yeais and it nas become 
a cusionnuy beneui and implied terms of contract ol em¬ 
ployment and it cannot be stopped and that he had been 
undertaking the hazards of casn handling which includes 
short receipts and excess payments and receipts of counter- 
fit notes and coins etc ana special pay was paid to him tor 
all such contingencies and the action was act of Dade Un on 
Victimisation, lie had been dismissed for Trade Union Acti¬ 
vities and later on- reinstated and had been General Secre¬ 
tary of the union for long, lie requested that the special 
pay be restored to him from 22-2-76 and he should be pad 
all the amounts due to him for the subsequent period. 

6. The Management of Khadi Gramudyog Bbawan, New 
Delhi contested the claim and asserted that the entitlement 
of special pay or cash handling allowance was' litmed to 
those who were handling cash and wer e either UDCs or 
LDCs or held technical post where there were no UDCs or 
LDCs. The workman who was a cashier and working as a 
cashier and handl ng cash having pay scale higher than lhat 
of a UDC wa* not entitled to any cash handling allowance 
or special pay and it was under mistake that the same was 
allowed or continued to him and the mistake was rectified 
by issuing proper notice under section 9(A) of,the l.D. Act, 
47 and the mistake could not be allowed to be perpetrated 
indefinitely. 

7. Earl er an objection had been taken ‘hat the dispute 
has not been properly espoused. This was rejected by my 
Predecessor in offiffice on 25-8-80. The evidence of the parties 
had been recorded. Mr. R. S. Tewari, Accountant appeared 
for the Management and workman gave his own statement 
I have heard the representative of the parties. 

8. Whether it is called cash handling allowance or special 
pay, its nature has been the same throughout. It was on 
25-12-58 that Ram Babu was placed in the grade of 150-300 
of a cashier and he had been getting cash handling allowance 
all along even when he was a cash er and having a grade 
separate from that of LDC and UDC. Standing order No. 
505 dated 25-11-64 also mentions that LDCs|UDCs would 
bo paid special pay for handling cash and did not mention 
that the cashiers would also get this allowance but still Ram 
Babu continued to get cash handling allowance. Even when 
the Standing order 505 was clarified by standing order No- 
966 dated 1-5-73 extending special pay to the Trad og Esta¬ 
blishment on the same basis Ram Babu continued to get 
the special pay. 

9. It is significant that the cash handling allowance [special 
pay of this workman was stopped in 1973 on the ground that 
he was not entitled to the same but the Head Offle of the 
Management allowed him to draw the cash handling allo¬ 
wance /special pay on the ground that he was handi ng cash 
and depositing it in the State Bank of India taking the risk 
in the iob involved and for that reason was eligible to the 
cash allowance, 

10. The Management refers to the standing orders No. 
1071 dated 19-2-75 to urge that under that standing Order 

-the workman was not entitled to the snecH osv and for 
that reason action was taken under section 9(A) of the T D. 
Act for not giving him special allowance, This standing 
order refers to payment of special pay to technical staff and 


conditions are imposed that technical staff handling cash 
may be given special pay in the Trading Estabilsnment if 
there arc no posts of LDCs or UDCs in those Establish¬ 
ments and lhat the special pay would not be adm.asrDle to 
those who carry pay scale Higher than that of a UDC. The 
workman hag produced letter No. KGV/AC/75-76/4781 
dated 16-11-76 from the Manager Khadi Gramudyog Bhawan, 
New Delhi that the Cashier is in the raise, cadre and is not 
in Technical Accounts cadre and his seniority cannot be 
counted in the technical cadre and para 3 of the standing 
order does not apply to him. 

11. The question referred to this Tribunal is not whether 
it was not technically possible for the Management no stop 
the allowance/special pay being given to this workman. 
The question referred to is whether the stoppage is justified 
or not- 

12. In so far a» the standing orders of the Management 
are concerned, the workman could have been denied cash 
handling allowance or special pay even initially because it 
was in 1957 that he became cashier and his pay scale had 
been higher than that of a -UDC since 1957. He got cash 
handling allowance /special pay doting alf this period of 
more than 18 years and when objection was raised the Head 
Office again allowed him cash handling allowance giving the 
iC-s«on that he took risk of depositing it in the State Bank 
of india by going to their premises and he shuold be given 
cash band'mg allowance for handling cash and depositing 
it in the State Trni of India. 

13. Ram Babu Mehrotra Is doing that job even now and 
it would seem to be harsh and improper to deny him special 
pay/cash handling allowance which he had bee ngetting while 
being a cashcr for last mote than 18 years. Whether it U 
called cashier allowance or special pay make* no difference. 
A benefit availed of by him for 19 years cannot be denied 
to this workman on any speclaf principle of justice when his 
func’^ns of duties remains the same. 

14. I am of the clear opinion that the Management of 
Khadi Gramudyog Bhavan, New Delhi have been unfair and 
harsh on this workman f n stopping his special pay of 
Rs. 50 P.M. since 22-2-76 and that harshness must be »et at 
naught. 

15. Accordingly I make an award in favour of the work¬ 
man Ram Babu Mehrotra and direct the Management of 
Khadi Gramodyog Bhavan, New Delhi to restore the special 
pay of Rs. 50 p.m- to the workman Ram Babu Mehrotra 
and pay him arrears of that special pay @Rs. 50 P.M. 
since 22-2-76 onwards. The workman shall also he allow¬ 
ed Rs. 500 as costa of proceedings before this Tribunal in 
addition. 


16. In case the payment of the amounts due to the work¬ 
man Is not mode within one month of the publication of 
thi* Award the workman dial! be entitled to interest on 
the amount involved @12 per annum till payment.

S.O. 630.—Whereas Messrs Steel Crafts Lancing Tube* 
Limited, G.T. Road, Panipat (PN/415A) (hereinafter refer¬ 
red to as the said establishment) have applied for exemption 
under sub-section (2A) of Section 17 of the Employees’ Pro¬ 
vident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 (19 of 
1952) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act); 

And whereas, the Central Government is satisfied that the 
employees of the said establishment are, without making any 
separate contribution or payment of premium, in enjoyment 
of benefits under the Group Insurance Scheme of the Life 
Insurance Corporation of India in ihe nature of Life Insur¬ 
ance whi'h are more favourable to such employees than the 
benefits admissible under the Employees’ Deposit Linked 
Insurance Scheme, 1976 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
Scheme);

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Now, therefore, in exorcise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (2A) of section 17 of the said Act and subject 
to the conditions specified in the Schedule annexed hereto, 
the Central Government hereby exempts ihe said establish¬ 
ment from the operation of all the provisions of the said 
Scheme for a period of three years. 

SCHEDULE 

1 . The employer in relation to the said establishment shall 
submit such returns to the Regionul Provident Fund Com¬ 
missioner, Haryana and maintain such accounts and provide 
such facilities for inspection as the Central Government may 
direct from time to time. 

2. The employer shall, pay such inspection charges as the 
Central Government may, from time to time, direct under 
clause (a) of sub-section (3A) of section 17 of the said Act, 
within 15 days from the close of every mdnth. 

3. All expenses involved in the administration of the Group 
Insurance Scheme, including maintenance of accounts, sub¬ 
mission of returns, payment of insurance premia, transfer 
of accounts, payment of inspection charges etc. shall be 
borne by the employer. 

4. The employer shall display on the Notice Board of 
the establishment, a copy of the rules of the Group Insur¬ 
ance Scheme as approved by the Central Government and, 
as and when amended, alongwith a translation of the salient 
features thereof, In the language of the majority of the emp¬ 
loyees. 

5. Whereas an employee, who Is alreadv a member of the 
Employees' Provident Fund or the Provident Fund of an 
establishment exempted under the said Act, is employed in 
his establishment, the employer shall immediately enrol him 
as a member of the Group Insurance Scheme and pay neces¬ 
sary premium in respect of him to the Life Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of India. 

6 . The employer shall arrange to enhance the benefits avail¬ 
able to the employees under the Group Insurance Scheme, 
appropriately, if the benefits available to the employees 
under the said Scheme are enhanced so that the benefits 
available under the Group Insurance Scheme are more 
favourable to the employees than the benefits admissible 
under the said Scheme. 


7. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Group Insu¬ 
rance Scheme, if on the death of an employee the amount 
payable under this scheme be less than the amount that 
would be payable had employee been covered under the 
said Scheme, the employer shall pay the dillerence to the 
legal heir/nominee of the employee as compensation. 

8 . No amendment of the provisions of the Group Insurance 
Scheme, shall be made without the prior approval of the 
Regional Provident Fund Commissioner, Haryana and where 
any amendment is likely to affect adversely the interest of 
the employees, the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner 
shall before giving his approval, give a reasonable opportu¬ 
nity to the employees to explain, their poin. of view. 

9. Where, for any reason, the employees of the said esta¬ 
blishment do not remain covered under the Group Insurance 
Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation of India ns already 
adopted by the said establishment, or the benefits to the 
employees under this Scheme are reduced in any manner, the 
exemption shall be liable to be cancelled 

10. Where, for any reason, the employer fails to pay the 
premium etc. within the due date, as fixed by the Life Insu¬ 
rance Corporation of India, and tile policy is allowed to 
lapse, the exemption is liable to be cancelled. 

11. In case of default, if any made by the employer In 
payment of premium and responsibility for payment of assu¬ 
rance benefits to the nominees or the legal heirs of deceased 
members who would have been covered under the said Scheme 
but for grant of this exemption, shall be that of the employer. 

12. Upon the death of the members covered under the 
Scheme the Life Insurance Corporation of India shall ensure 
prompt payment of the sum assured to the nominee/Legal 
heirs of the deceased member entitled for it and In any case 
within one month from the receipt of claim complete In all 
respect*.
